Latest Election KReturns. 
By Associated Press.) 

Hagrrorp (Conn.), Nov. 8.—Re- 
turns from every town bave been re- 
ceived at the Secretary of State’s 
office. The unofficial footing gives 
Mcrris (Dem) a popular majority of 
27. This is by the face of the returns 
and makes no account of the 126 Re- 
publican votes thrown out in Bridge- 
port or the 36Prohibition votes thrown 
out in one ward in Waterbury. 

Concorp (N. H.), Nov. 8.—Chair- 
man Churchill of the Republican State 
Central Committee states that the 
claims of the Democrats that they 
have a majority of the members of the 
Legislature is untrue. The Republi- 
cans have a good working majority 
and will organize the House and Sen- 
ate, elect tr.e Governor and a United 
State Senator to succeed Blair. 

Wuasmerton (Del.), Nov. 8.—The 
official returns show the election of 
Robert J. Reynolds (Dem.) for Gov- 
ernor by 513 majority, and of John 
W. Causly (Dem.) by 668. The Pro- 
hibition vote in the State is 150. 

Detroit, Noy. 8.—In an extra edi- 
tion of the Journal, and independent 
paper, it prints the following: ‘‘It is 
alleged that the Democratic landslide 
in Michigan is likely to prove no land- 
slide at all. In fact, it is now claimed 
that the entire Republican State ticket 
with the exception of Turner for Gov- 
ernor and Huston for Attorney-Gen- 
eral, will probably be found to have 
the most votes on the official count.’’ 

The statement was made on the au- 
thority of Deputy Secretary of State 
Egan, who declines to state the grounds 
of bie claim, but says they will be 
verified.

Lonpon, Nov. 8.—General Booth of 
the Salvation Army has lost no time 
in beginning to puiin operation his 
great enterprise of redeeming the un- 
fortunate masses in England. He has 
purchased for $20,000 the old brewery 
at Shoreditch, and will fit it upasa 
house of refuge and school ef indus- 
try. Other centers of work will be es- 
tablished as speedily as possible in 
various parts of London, and when 
the metropolis is sufficiently provided 
for, work will be extended in circles 
radiating from the original center. 
The General’s promptness in enter- 
ing upon the undertaking has pro- 
duced a good impression. Funds 
have poured in upon him without any 
pledge upon his part as to when they 
should be used, but it is regarded as a 
wise and honorable policy on his part 
to establish an experimental station, 
where the results can be observed,
